What about using two 12 volt batteries wired in series for 24 volts and 
regulating it down to 15 volts ? It would last longer per charge ! 
Matter of fact, you could use an ECG935 adjustable voltage regulator that 
is capable of handling up to 5 amps (use a good heat sink) and set it 
anywhere from 1 to 24 volts ! If 5 amps isn't enough current, simply use 
a pass transistor such as a 2N3055 with the voltage regulator to allow it 
to handle more current. For more info, look in the ARRL handbooks 
(recent issues), they normally have articles that show you how to wire up 
the circuit in a power supply. In your case, just eliminate the 
transformer and bridge rectifier and filter caps and substitute the 
batteries. But chances are, everything you have will work ok on 12 
volts, so you may want to try that first !

Wow ! That's a tall order Mark, Ok, a 35' x 50' loop- lets see, that 
translates into 85' either side of the feedpoint and that's pretty close 
to a "Double extended 40 meter zepp" which is 89' on each leg. OK the 40 
meter zepp is a centerfed antenna that is 178' long and fed with 450 ohm 
ladderline and a balanced tuner, I would recommend a good roller inductor 
tuner too. Lets see, try this ( I think it just might work ), build a 


DEzepp for 40 meters, only make it 85' on each leg instead of the usual 
89' ( this wont make much difference ), fold it into what looks like a 
loop like you talked about ( 35' x 50' ) with the feedpoint in the center 
of one of the 50' sides, when you bring the ends back around, don't 
connect them together - just tie the insulators together or just use one 
insulator. This will be opposite the feedpoint (straight across from it 
) This isn't technically a loop since the wire is open opposite the 
feedpoint, but I think it should work - I use a 40 meter DEzepp 10 thru 
160 meters with fair results, on 10 thru 80 it's great, but it IS a 
compromise on 160 but allows operation on the band out to several hundred 
miles ( It's better than no antenna for 160 ! ). This should give you 
operation on the bands you are interested in and then some, just let us 
all know how it works - OK ? I try to help folks around my area design 
antennas that will fit their property and still work and have had SOME 
success, so I hope this helps you - good luck ! 


PS: You didn't mention if the loop was going to be mounted horizontal 
or vertical - if it's vertical it will be very bi-directional broadside 
to the loop, but horizontal it should radiate pretty much 
omnidirectionally.

Yes, you can buy ‘Press n Peel' transfer film from several suppliers. 
However, let me warn you that it is not the simple end all material that 
the manufacturer would like you to believe! 


It happens that I had planned to use the material for my January column 
on the ARRL Members only website. I was doing a DeMaw retrospective, 
building the 'Sardine Sender' with more up to date components. I bought 
the small pack of both ‘Press n Peel' and ‘Press n Peel - Wet' to try 
out. 


Yes, there are two kinds. 'Press n Peel - Wet' has you soak the 
transferred board design in water to separate the design from the 
backing paper. ‘Press n Peel' just has you peel away the backing paper. 


Do they work? Well, yes and no. To begin with they are very sensitive 
to the amount of heat and pressure you apply to make the transfer. Too 
much heat and pressure and the backing transfers too. Not enough heat 
and pressure and you have an incomplete transfer. 


The heating source that works best is the photographers dry transfer 
press, a heated platen that allows complete, even pressure. Very 
expensive and very heavy! Modern household steam irons are a very poor 
second choice! 


And you must use either a Laser printer of make Xerox coipes to 
transfer. Ink jet printers DO NOT work! 


Your mileage may vary.

An option they gave me was to add an in-shaft vernier drive. This also 
provides a slip-clutch to prevent the inherent problem in the 26-152, that 
of the rotor plates falling off the shaft due to overtorque at 


end-of-rotation. 


I would like some opinions regarding this...the shaft will be 1/2" longer 
with the vernier. 

I am well aware that proposed modifications can make some folks need a 
change of shorts, but considering the weakness/flaw in the capacitor 
installation and the cost of a new one ($15-20), I'd like to explore an 
‘improvement’.

There have been several comments on this reflector from experts in the 
business (Amidon/ByteMark, for example) who have tried to build efficienct, 
itty-bitty baluns for QRP use, using itty-bitty toroid cores -- none have 
been successful, to my knowledge. 


How "small" is "small", Ken? Most of today's "QRO" baluns (as you call 
them) have a large physical size because of their housing and extra hardware 
for antenna wire termination(s), a coax connector for the feedline, a 
support eyelet and so on.... You can use a "QRO-sized" core and still wind 
up with a physically small balun if you do a lot of pre-construction 
thinking, stealing ideas from QRP publications, begging ideas from fellow 
QRP'ers, et cetera. 


Do you really NEED a toroidal balun? Have you thought about some of the 
air-core designs (as described in your copy of the ARRL Handbook)? They are 
relatively physically small and they are CERTAINLY lightweight! 


How 'bout just coiling up several turns of the coax feedline up there at the 
antenna feedpoint to achieve a similar end? 


Or.... Are you wanting to put this 4:1 balun inside your antenna line 
flattener to feed balanced antennas from the transmitter end?

You can 'cheat' a 7805 into a 6 volt regulator by using 2 resistors. You put 
them from the output pin to ground. Then, run the reference pin of the 7805 to 
the junction of the two resistors. What you are doing is picking off a point in 
the resistor ladder so as to give 5 volts between the output and the reference 
pin. The 7805 will be fat, dumb, and happy with that. So, the bottom resistor 
sees one volt, which is 5 volts below the output. I think I recall the bottom 
resistor should be about 240 ohms and the top one is whatever the equations give 
you. This is essentially the same thing you do with a LM-317, except that the 
317 uses 1.2 volts, I think. Jim W7LS

What you did should work! 
there may be a couple of reasons why not, however. 


First off, the mounting tab of the 7805 (as opposed to the 78L05) is at 
ground potential. So even if you connected the diodes fromthe ground leg 
(center one) to ground, if the tab is not insulated from ground with a 
non-conductive mica or plastic sheet, the diodes will be shorted to ground 
therefore not in the circuit. The fact that even putting the diodes in 
backwards still gives you the 5.15 volt output makes this sound possible. 


One other possibility is that if you are using a power diode like the 
1N4000 series, the low current from the "common" leg of the regulator is 
too low to really turn it on. To up the current, leave the diodes in 
series from the common leg to ground and add a 470 ohm resistor from the 
12 volt input to the top of the diode stack.

When I took the 
test, I had just finished the Ship Radar Endorsement test for my 
First-Class Radiotelephone ticket. I was not surprised to find several of 
the Radar endorsement questions on the Extra test, which confirmed what 
the engineer had told me. Fortunately, I was still in undergraduate EE 
school at that time and had remembered to bring my slide rule with me. 
Without it, I could never have done the vector computations required for 
the Extra test. At that time, if there was an exam "guide" for the Extra, 


I was unaware of it. 


I received one of the first ten Extras issued out of the Dallas FCC 
office. 


The times do change, don't they?

I view kit building as a subset of homebrew. However, I prefer to build 
things from scratch because I find it more enjoyable and I learn more 

about the circuits this way. The problem with "pure" homebrew is that 

one needs to have some means to understand and recognize problems (other 
than, "hey, it don't work"). I think that there is some threshold level 

of test equipment needed (and not just a well stocked junk box) for 
satisfactory homebrew. After that, you can build the rest of the instruments 
that you need or want (almost done with my frequency counter). 


As far as I am concerned, this is the heyday of homebrew. Practically 
all the data you need is available on the internet, parts are more 
available than they ever have (during my lifetime, at least) via the 
internet and it is much easier to find technical advice (again, because 
of the internet). 


Of course, I am a little "loony", too. My interest in "homebrew" has 
extended to other areas like hand woodwork, flintlocks, vacuum tube 
circuits and, of course, brewing homebrew.

Happy New Year! 

This query is QRP-related in that the Poqet PC which I 
just received is certainly a "QRP Computer." :-) 
Also, like others, I plan to use it for portable 


logging purposes. 


Does anyone have any experience using the PQLINK 


utility that comes on the Poget PC? I'd like to be 
able to transfer some files from my main PC down to 
the little Poget PC. Since I don't have any specific 
documentation on the PQLINK utility, I'm kinda 
fumbling in the dark. 


Here's what I've done so far: 


Using the Poget PC's serial adapter, I've connected 
the Poget PC to the COM2 serial port on my main PC 
(1OOMHzZ Pentium running Win95) using a null modem 
cable. 


PQLINK V1.10 is permanently installed on the Poqet PC. 
I found a copy of PQLINK V1.07 and the associated VNA 
utility on the Internet and installed them on my 
Pentium PC. 


If I start PQLINK on one of the machines and put it in 
"Server" mode, I find that the other one will connect 
to it and establish a VNA connection. It appears to 
be mapping the current drive on the server machine to 
a logical drive of some sort on the local machine. 

So, it appears that the two machines are seeing each 
other via the interface. 


However, when I try to transfer a file (and here I'm 
not really sure on how to do that), one or both of the 
machines will freeze. The local machine, for example, 
goes into a "Please wait..." state indefinitely. Then 
I have to kill the task on the Pentium or re-boot the 
Poqet PC to recover. 


So... 


1. Can anyone tell me if I'm trying to do something 
that wasn't meant to be? Do I need to bring the 
Pentium up in the DOS-only mode? 


2. Can anyone tell me the procedure for transferring 
files via PQLINK? Should I be able to see the remote 
file system on the local machine? 


3. Does anyone have any documentation on PQLINK? 
4. Are there any better alternatives for getting 


files onto the Poget PC? (I don't have access to 
anything that also uses PCMCIA cards.) 


Any suggestions would be appreciated.
